Soldiers failed to 
isperse demonstrators with tear gas 
and rubber bullets, and wher. their 
lives were endangered, they fired 
live ammunition and injured one 
person. The IDF was reportedly in- 
vestigating the incident.

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Police weigh emergency measures in J’lem

The police will seek emergency 
powers from the military that will 
allow the Jerusalem police chief to 
impose curfews in Arab neighbour- 
hoods within city limits if distur- 
bances in Jerusalem continue, a reli- 
able police source said yesterday. 

The police have been seriously 
considering such ἃ step and have 
already made all the necessary prep- 
arations in conjunction with the 
army, the sousce said.

try spokesman Nahum Mandel de- 
nied a Reuters news agency report 
that Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
invoked such emergency powers 
yesterday. He emphasized that it 
was not within Bar-Lev's power to 
impose curfews in Jerusalem and 
that the authority to do so would 
have to be granted by OC Central 
Command Amram Mitzna. 

He would not comment on wheth- 
er Mitzna gave the police such pow- 
ers yesterday, nor would the IDF 
spokesman. 


Dozens of police and Border Po- 
lice entered the Jerusalem neigh- 
bourhoods of Shuafat and Abu Tor 
last night to arrest youths suspected 
of throwing stones earlier in the day.

Secret Amman summit resolution restricts Jordan

WASHINGTON - The recent Arab 
summit in Amman approved an un- 
publicized resolution effectively re- 
stricting Jordan's ability to negotiate 
a separate peace agreement with Is- 
rael, according to well-informed 
sources in Washington. 

The resolution, pressed for by 
Syrian President Hafez Assad, was 
said to have been accepted to get his 
agreement on several resolutions on 
the Iran-Iraq war and other issues, 
including the Arab world’s reopen- 
ing towards Egypt. . 

Sources in Washington said that 


the secret resolution called on all 
Arab states “'to abide by the resolu- 
tions of Arab summits which forbid 
any Arab'side to separately seek ἃ 
solution to the Arab-Israel conflict, 
and to reject any political settlement 
to the Arab-Israel conflict which 
does not guarantee complete and 
unconditional Israeli withdrawal 
from all occupied Palestinian and 
Arab territories and enable the Pal- 
estinian le to exercise their in- 
alienable national rights in accor- 
dance with Arab summit 
resolutions. 

The sources said that the resolu- 
tion was aot publicized because the 


Arabs wanted to project a more 
flexible and moderate international 
stance on the peace process. 

A second unpublicized resolu- 
tion, the sources said, called on the 
Arab states to achieve a “strategic 
‘balance or parity with Israe! within 
the framework of effective Arab 
solidarity.” 

Assad has repeatedly declared 
that Syria's intention is to achieve 
strategic or military parity with Isra- 
él. But this new resolution'— seen as 
another Arab summit concession to 


. the Syrian leader — would have the 


entire Arab world go along with that 
Syrian objective. 


Afghan rebels continue to press on Khost 


KHOST, Afghanistan — The airstrip 
at the newly-relieved Afghan garri- 
son town of Khost came under rock- 
et attack yesterday as Moslem guer- 
rillas sought to demonstrate the 
shaky hold of the Soviet and Afghan 
government forces here. 


The attack came just after night- 
fall, ee Afghan Air Force An- 
tonov-26 transport planes, carrying 
foreign journalists back to Kabul af- 
ter a government-sponsored visit to 
Khost, were preparing to take off. 

The Afghan rebels had controlled 
the road to Khost, which tinked the 
Pakistan-based guerrilias to Af- 
ghanistan, and had held the Afghan 


garrison town under siege for eight 
years. The siege was recently lifted 
by combined Sovict-Afghan troops 
after a bitter struggle, but the rebels 
are still entrenched in the region. 
Two rockets landed on either side 
of the first plane, each at a distance 
of some 500 metres, making Afghan 
troops guarding the airfield rush 


. headlong for cover. The attack was 


preceded by a series of crashes and 
explosions as Afghan and Soviet 
army outposts traded fire with guer- 
rillas in nearby hill positions. 
Haifa minute after the first plane 
took off, it was possible to see from 
its unlit windows a third explosion 
close to the dirt runway below. Its 


engines screaming, the Antonov 


scattered a succession of flares to 


deflect possible incoming heat-seek- 
ing missiles, as it climbed steeply 
towards the relative safety of cloud 
cover. 


As the plane headed -northwest 
towards Kabul, intermittent flashes 
and arcs of machinegun tracer bul- 
lets indicated that the exchanges 
were continuing. All daylight flights 
into or out of Khost have been can- 
celled for the past five months, after 
six Antonovs were downed by rebels 
using U.S.-made Stinger missiles.

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Israeli envoys

The Soviet Union has agreed 
to allow a four-man Israeli diplo- 
matic delegation to go to Mos- 
cow in a few weeks’ time for an 
initial stay of two months, ac- 
cording to Foreign Minister Per- 
es's political adviser, Nimrod 
Novik. 

Novik, who held eight hours 
of talks in Helsinki yesterday 
with the deputy head of the Sovi- 
et Foreign Ministry's Middle 
East desk, Vladimir Terrasov, 
told The Jerusalem Post last night 
that’ the Soviets plan to initiate 
intensive diplomatic moves in 
the near future in an attempt to 
advance the peace process. 

The Soviet agreement to allow a 
visit to Moscow, announced by the 
Soviet Foreign Ministry yesterday, 
is viewed in Moscow as another step 
in improving relations with Israel in 
the context of Soviet peace efforts, 
Novik said. He said that Terrasov 
emphasized that the agreement, as 
well as the planned Soviet initiative, 
will prove to “doubters” that the 
Soviet Union has no intention of 
“dictating” and has no set “blue- 
print” for a solution to the Middle 
East problem. 

Both the Foreign Ministry and the 
Prime Minister's Office expressed 
satisfaction yesterday at the Soviet 
decisi 


ion. 
But Peres downplayed the signifi- 


cance of the Soviet move. telling 
The Post that “this is not such a 
great achievement. It is a far cry 
from what might and should have 
happened, which is the resumption 
of full diplomatic relations and a 
breakthrough on aliya.” 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Ehud Gol stated that Israel ‘‘wel- 
comes” the Soviet decision, but ‘“‘re- 
grets that the Soviet statement again 
sets conditions for the renewal of 
diplomatic relations.” 

Soviet Foreign Ministry spokes- 
man Gennady Gerasimov told re- 
porters in Moscow tbat “it was con- 
firmed once again from our side [at 
the Helsinki meeting] that move- 
ment [in the area of diplomatic rela- 
tions] is only possible after a Middle 
East settlement.” 

Gerasimov again dismissed any 
notion of “reciprocity” between the 
visit of the Israeli delegation to Mos- 
cow and the stay of the Soviet mis- 
sion in Israel. But it is understood 
that the mandate of the Israeli diplo- 
mats will be similar to that of the 


᾿ Soviets here, and that they will be 


given the same freedom of action 
and movement accorded other dip- 
lomats serving in the Soviet capital. 
The Israelis will serve in Moscow 
under the auspices of the Dutch Em- 
bassy there. 

In his talks with Novik, the Soviet 
diplomat condemned Israeli policies 
in the territories and emphasized the 
“urgency” of the need to copvene 
an international conference. He said

Begun arrives 


Tumultuous welcome at Ben-Gurion Airport

‘osef Begun arrived last night af- 
ter midnight to a tumultuous wel- 
come by government ministers, 
Knesset members and former Soviet 
refuseniks like Natan Sharansky. 

Begun, for the past 16 years a 
leading Soviet refusenik and He- 
brew teacher, called on Israelis to 
press for the release of all Soviet 
Jews who wisbed to make aliya, and 
for the rights of those who wished to 
remain in the Soviet Union to live as 
Jews. 

Asked where he would be going 
from the airport, Begun replied: “I 
don’t know, it depends on what my 
friends say.” 

In broken Hebrew, his wife, Ina, 
told reporters: ‘There are no words, 
in any language, to express our feel- 
ings. We are here... in our land.” 

Begun recited the She’heheyanu 
blessing on the tarmac. 

Absorption Minister Ya'acov 
Tsur and Minister without Portfolio 
Yitzhak Peretz were among the dig- 
nitaries to welcome the smiling Be- 
gun and his family. 

Begun flew directly from Bucha- 
test, rather than via Vienna, from 


| where many Soviet Jews “drop out” 


and travel to the U.S. 


Begun, 56, had been accused by 
the Soviets of conducting a Zionist 
underground, especially since he did 
not leave the Soviet Union after re- 
ceiving permission to do so last Sep- 
tember. He insisted that he would 
not go until bis son and daughter-in- 
law and their two children were also 
allowed to leave. Begun waited 
while his son conducted an unsuc- 
cessful struggle to retain his Soviet 
citizenship. 

Begun is one οἱ the last of the old- 
guard refuseniks to leave the USSR. 
Others expected to leave within the 
next few weeks are Prof. Alexander 
Lermer, Pavel Abromovitch, former 
Prisoners of Zion Alexander Khol- 
miansky and Alexei Magarik, and 
Dr. Ari Volvosky. 

Begun is expected to go today to 


Kibbutz Ma'agan Michael, which 
bad adopted him and conducted a 
struggle for his release. An Ortho- 
dox Jew, he has been considered 
one of the foremost Hebrew teach- 
ers in Soviet Russia. 

For nearly two decades he con- 
ducted a stubborn struggle for Jew- 
ish cultural autonomy. In 1983 he 
was sentenced to seven years’ im- 
prisonment, and when he was re- 
leased from Chistopol Prison almost 
a year ago following a pardon, be 
was given a hero’s we)come. 

While in prison, Begun suffered 
Tepeatedly because he insisted on 
his right to wear a kippa and to 
observe Shabbat and holidays. Al- 
though he has a PhD in mathemat- 
ics, he was prevented from engaging 
in any scientific work after his first 
application to leave in 1971 was re- 
jected on the grounds that he pos- 
sessed classified information. 

As he waited for his plane to leave 
Moscow on Monday, Begun offered 
a grim view of the status of Jews in 
the Soviet Union. 

“There is a terrible situation for 
Jews in this country,” he said. “The 


-anti-Semitism reminds us of the very 


terrible times of the past, of Germa- 
ny during the time of Nazism.“ 

Mrs. Begun showed a metal ob- 
ject that she said had been fired 
through the window of their Mos- 
cow apartment on the eve οἵ their 
departure, 

“It’s the very last present for us,” 
she said. 

Begun also expressed scepticism 
about the recent rise in the number 
of Soviet Jews allowed to emigrate. 

“It’s a bluff, a tactic of giving an 
impression, of presenting a show- 
case.” he said, adding that the Sovi- 
ets “stopped the visas dead” after 
the December summit between 
President Reagan and Soviet leader 

ev. 

Last year, 8.011 Soviet Jews were 
allowed to leave, the largest number 
since 1981, according to the Inter- 
governmental Committee for Mi- 
gration, a Geneva-based agency 
that belps resettle the emigres. 


Goy’t hospitals hit by strikes

Outpatient clinics at Haifa’s 
Rothschild and Rambam Hospitals 
and those in the Nahariya govern- 
ment hospital and the Mazra mental 
hospital in Acre will be closed to- 
day, except for units that treat can- 
cer and dialysis patients. 

These four institutions join four 
others -- Sieff in Safad, Poriya in 
Tiberias, Hillel Yaffe in Hadera, 
and the Pardesiya mental hospital 
near Netanya ~— that have been 
closed for several days. The coun- 
try’s 2,800 goverament hospital doc- 
tors have been applying sanctions 
over the Treasury's refusal to grant 
them the same overtime benefits for 
a second shift as those promised to 
Kupat Holim Clalit doctors. 

No progress at all was made yes- 
terday, and there was almost no 
contact between the doctors and the 


authorities. 

The 380 anesthesiologists contin- 
ue their sanctions, which began last 
week, and will allow only emergen- 
cy surgery to be performed at Sor- 
oka Hospital in Beersheba and She- 
ba Hospital at Tel Hashomer, 

Meanwhile, the country’s 7,000 
laboratory workers and microbioio- 
gists begin a 48-hour strike today, 
and wil) undoubtedly cause a great 
deal of trouble in the hospitals, as 
no lab tests, except for those involv- 
ing emergencies, will be performed.

Bad weather blamed for 20 deaths 
in the United States this week ° 


NEW YORK (AP) - A storm that 
plundered the California coast and 
packed the Rocky Mountains with 
spow rolled eastward across the 
U.S. yesterday, causing near-bliz- 
zard conditions and closing schools 
even in hardy western cities. 

At least 20 deaths have been 
blamed on bad weather this week. 
Damages in southern California 
were being counted in the millions 
of dollars after giant waves smashed 
restaurants, beach houses and piers, 
and sheared off part of a hotel. 

Sandbags were stacked and berms 
constructed to block water for an- 
other towering high tide of 2 m. 
predicted in the Los Angeles area 
yesterday. Northerly winds gusting 
32-48 kph. were expected along the 
coast, threatening more flooding in 
low-lying coastal areas. 

Winds gusted to 64 kph. in west- 
em Nebraska, a state in the nation’s 
midsection. yesterday morning. 
Blowing snow with drifts of up to 2 
m. made roads impassable, said 
Dean Costantinou, a meteorologist 


with the National Weather Service. 

Snow totals ranged from 10 cm. at 
Denver's Stapleton Jnoternational 
Airport to 63 cm. at Purgatory Ski 
Area. A 46 cm. snowfall Monday in 
Durango, in Colorado’s southwest 
mountains, shut the airport, left cars 
looking like igloos and prompted 
pedestrians to wear skis. For the 
first time in 20 years, Durango's 
public schools closed because of 
weather on Monday. : 

In southern California, engineers 
were worried about the stability of 
seaside structures on a stretch of 
coastline from Malibu to Laguna 
Beach, and whether they could 
withstand another Parrage of 6 m. 
waves like the one that hit Sunday 
night and Monday. 


The storm caused an estimated - 


$15 million in damage alone to pub- 
lic facilities at Redondo Beach, 
south of downtown Los Angeles. 

“We are looking at the worst 
damage this harbour has ever suf- 
fered,” said Pat Aust of the Redon- 
do Beach Fire Department.

“The road is open and kept open 
by a very large number of Soviet and 
A'ghan troops and armour,” the 
diplomats said, adding that there 
were numerous diversions to avoid 
mined areas and that bridges de- 
strayed by the rebels had been 
rebuilt. 


Soviet troops are manning posts 
about every 10 km., with Afghan 
soldiers deployed in between, the 


diplomats said. They quoted a wit- - 


ness who overflew the area as saying 
he saw more than 100 T-62 Soviet 
tanks on the highway, which is lit- 
tered with wreckage of damaged 
military vehicles. 

Khost itself suffered “extensive” 
damage from artillery fire, and all 
villages along the road had been de- 
stroyed.

Stroessner has a problem 


ALFREDO STROESSNER has ἃ 
problem. He wants an eighth five- 
year term as president of Paraguay. 
but the formality of getting “‘re- 
elected” risks reawakening the pop- 
ular dissatisfaction that first boiled 
over into open opposition last year. 
Yet even the longest-lasting dicta- 
torship in the Western Hemisphere 
feels obliged to observe the forms of 
democracy, and the election is due 
in February. 

The neon sign promising ‘‘Peace, 
work and well-being with Stroess- 
ner” still flashes on and off over 
Asuncion's main square, but in fact 
his regime was a lot safer before 
there was a brief period of relative 
prosperity in Paraguay. The boom 
of 1980-83 was the beginning of 
Stroessner’s undoing. 

Stroessner, now 74, whose health 
is not good, first gained fame as ἃ 
heroic young army officer in the 
Chaco War with Bolivia in the 
1930s. After he seized power in 1954 
the few determined democrats in 
Paraguay disappeared into jail or 
exile. The ambitious and the restless 
emigrated - about a million Para- 
guayans, one-quarter of the coun- 
try’s population, live abroad - and 
everybody else just kept their heads 
down as usual. 

Through the 50s, the 60s and the 
70s, as political storms swept the 
rest of the continent, Paraguay re- 
mained unaffected, It might still be 
that way today if the Brazilians had 
not decided to build a vast hydro- 
electric dam on their border with 
Paraguay. But Paraguay’s share of 
the work on the Itaipu dam flooded 
the country with money. 

By 1981, when work on the dam 
finished. Paraguay was importing 
twice as much as it was exporting: 
“This country behaved like an oil 
state without having any oil,” re- 
marked a foreign resident. The end 
of the cash bonanza from Itaipu co- 
incided with a sharp fall in the world 
prices for Paraguay’s main exports, 
and the economy tumbled into a 
deep recession.

But the Colorado Party then 
promptly split between Chaves's 
traditionalists and the militants who 
insist that Stroessner must stay. The 
division was essentially between the 
old moneyed families (the tradition- 
alists) who had done well by allying 
themselves with Stroessner but 
reckoned they could survive without 
him, and the militants whose wealth 
derives entirely from their positions 
in the regime. 

Stroessner said nothing publicly, 
but at the Colorado Party conven- 
tion last August his police refused to 
allow the traditionalists to enter. 
The militant leader Sabino Monten- 
aro, the Interior Minister, was elect- 
ed party president in Chaves’s place. 

So the old dictator has decided to 
fight it out. But it is far from certain 
that he will win, and the “election™ 
in February may be the starting gun 
for the final confrontation between 
the regime and the people in

Gorbachev ready to tackle rivals 


SPECIALISTS on Soviet affairs 
think Kremlin leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev is planning an assault on po- 
litical opponents that could be his 
last chance to build a firm power 
base for his reforms. 

Gorbachev and his allies are re- 
grouping their forces for a Commu- 
nist Party conference in June -- the 
first such event since 194] -- at which 
they want sweeping personnel 
changes and commitments to exten- 
sive reform, the specialists say. 

If Gorbachev fails to evict conser- 
vatives from the party's policy-mak- 
ing Central Committee at the con- 
ference, that will hearten many 
middle-ranking Soviet officials who 
have long had reservations about his 
policies, analysts say. 

“Gorbachev sounds relatively 
cautious today because he wants to 
use the conference to reshuffle the 
bureaucracy,” said Dimitri Simes of 
the Washington-based Camegie En- 
dowment for International Peace, 
an independent think tank.‘*At the 
minimum, he would make consider- 
able changes in the Central Commit- 
tee. That may be his last and only 
chance to restructure the appara- 
tus," Simes said.

CHINA’S Communist government 
is expected to unleash a fresh strate- 
gy in its 39-year-old campaign for 
national reunification following the 
death of Taiwan's President Chiang 
Ching-kuo fast week.

The document urged party work- 
ers to make a fresh effort to develop 
clandestine contacts with younger 
people expected to gradually move 
Into influential positions on the is- 
Jand after Chiang’s demise, the 
Ming Pao newspaper said. 

Communist China has a policy of 
promoting personal links between 
mainlanders and Taiwan people in 
third countries, and gives a warm 
reception to Taiwanese who visit the 
mainland. Peking hailed Taiwan's 
Telaxation of its ban on travel to the 
mainland last October as a break- 
through for the reunification policy. 

The Communist Party document 
predicted stability on the island after

Getting rid of racial prejudices over a meal 


IN CITIES around South Africa, 
small groups of people meet once a 
month for a meal to find out wheth- 
er what they have heard about one 
another is true. 

Half the participants are white 
and the others are black or from 
South Africa's other non-white 
communities. 

What people discover at these lit- 
tle interracial get-togethers is that 
many commonly held beliefs are 
simply prejudices. 

The extent of ignorance, suspi- 
cion and often hatred between the 
races in South Africa is staggering, 
according to members of the group 
that organizes the monthly meals. 

The organization, called Koin- 
onia — a greek word meaning “com- 
munity” — is trying in a modest way 
to break down these psychological 
walls, saying it is trying to forge 
reconciliation for a future South Af- 


rica. 
President P.W. Botha says apart- 
heid is dying as some of the system's

Cup squad trains athome Nationals

TEL AVIV -- The Israel Tennis As- 
sociation has cancelled plans to train 
at a closed camp in Salzburg, Aus- 
tria, in preparation for the first- 
round World Group tie against Ita- 
ly, taking place outdoors on clay 
courts in Palermo, Sicily, from Feb- 
tuary 5 to 7. 

Instead, the squad will continue 
to work out on the two clay courts at 
Ramat Hasharon’s Israel Tennis 
Centre, Davis Cup coach Shlomo 
Zoref told me yesterday. The team 
will wind up their preparations with 
five days of acclimatization training 
at the tennis club in Palermo where 
the tie will be held, 

The training programme moved 
into top gear yesterday, with No.1 
racket Amos Mansdorf joining his 

:team-mates, following his retum 
home from Australia and recovery 
from a minor indisposition. In addi- 
tion, Shahar Perkis has now made 
himself available on a “full-time” 
basis, after arranging to defer his 
examinations at Haifa University. 

The remaining members of the 
squad -- who started working out at 
Ramat Hasharon two weeks ago - 
are Shlomo Glickstein, Gilad 
Bloom and Amit Naor, together 
with non-playing captain Yosef 
Stabholz. The daily schedule in- 
cludes up to five hours of practice on 
the clay courts, inaugurated by the 
ITC 18 months ago to assist both 


official teams and individuals pre- 
paring for competition in Europe. 
where most tournaments take place 
on clay. In addition, there are regu- 
lar sessions with trainer Pini Shi- 
mon. Team masseur is Michel 
Portal. 

Zoref stated that it was on the 
recommendation of both the players

The clay in Palermo will be a bit 
slower than at Ramat Hasharon. but 
on the other hand we have the big 
advantage of practising outdoors 
here. In Salzburg, we would in fact 
be working out indoors for an out- 
door Davis Cup match, and there's 
not much sense in that.” 

Zoref feels, furthermore, that the 
squad are also “acclimatizing™ at 
Ramat Hasharon. “We go on nlay- 
ing through the rainshowers, if the 
rain is not too heavy, and we may 
find similar weather conditions in 
Italy. So. from the professional 
point of view, it is more advanta- 
geous to continue our preparations 
here, apart from the fact we will 
save a lot of money by not going to 
Salzburg.”

Czechoslovakia will face Australia’s 
Pat Cash in the men's semi-finals in 
a replay of last year's Wimbiedon 
-final. Cash beat Dutchman Michiel 
Schapers 6-1, 64, 6-2, and Lendl 
defeated the last American in the 
men’s draw, Todd Witsken, 6-2, 6-1, 
7.6. 

Graf broke Mandlikova, since 
January 1 an Australian, in the first 
game. and was 4-0 up inside 10 min- 
utes. 

The West German's placements 
were outstanding and Mandlikova 
was frequently left chasing air as 
Graf took the ball early on her fore- 
hand and bammered it down both 
wings. i 

The first set was over in 20 min- 


utes. But Mandlikova, foregoing 
her attempts to counter Graf's fore- 
hand at the net, proved a tougher 
opponent early in the second set, 
staying back and dragging Graf 
along the baseline by driving down 
the lines, 

She should have broken Graf's 
serve in the second game, netting an 
easy volley at break point, and took 
four of the first five games to deuce. 

The 18-year-old from Bruhl nev- 


ertheless broke Mandlikova ‘in the- 


third and fifth games. But the cham- 
pion brought her new home crowd 
to their feet by breaking back 10 4-2. 

That was the last point she 
gained, as Graf, yet to drop a set in 
the tournament, took the next eight 
points to clinch the match. 

“T felt before the match I had a 
chance, but no one hits the ball as 
hard as she does — that's definite,” 
said Mandlikova who has beaten 
Graf only once, on clay in the 1986 
French Open. “I played her indoors 
last time. Outdoors it’s more diffi- 
cult to guess which side she’s going 
fo pass me.” 

Mandlikova concluded with a 
smile, “I don’t know what we're go- 
ing to do about her.” 

“It sure is a damn good result for 
me. I never thought it would be that 
easy.” said Graf, clearly embar- 
rassed by her success.

Debt-restructuring plan in trouble 


Will the West bail out αὶ 


CAIRO -- The “Egypt question” is 
testing Western governments again: 
Should a poor but strategically vital 
ally be bailed out, come what may? 

Westem diplomats report that 
Egypt, over $40 billion in debt, is 
having trouble with some of the eco- 
nomic reforms the International 
Monetary Fund pressed on it. A fail- 
ure to satisfy the fund could affect 
future debt rescheduling. 

IMF experts start talks in Cairo 
this week on what diplomats call 
“misunderstandings” over assessing 
how Egypt is complying with re- 


forms agreed last May. The experts * 


will scour Egypt's books to see if its 
plans to curb the budget deficit, cut 
State subsidies, raise domestic inter- 
est rates and revamp its exchange 
rate system are on target. 

Egypt should have been given—or 
refused ~ a progress report by Octo- 
ber 31 in a first review of its perfor- 
mance under a $325m. standby- 
credit deal. But disputes over such 
technical issues as the statistical ba-- 
sis of key indices held up the tally, 
ἴδε: diplomats say. 

‘wo tranches of credits totalling 
$60m. due in September and De- 
cember remain unpaid. 

But the main impact of Egypt's 
failure to pass the IMF test would be 
political. Economists say that if the 
first review remains without conclu- 
sion too long, the IMF accord could 
fall through. With it would go hopes 
for a further debt rescheduling from 
next July 1. 

Egypt is now negotiating resched- 
uled debt payments with 18 creditor 
governments for. January 1987.to 
end-of-June 1988. The talks come 
within a framework drawn up with 
the Paris Club last May after the 
IMF agreement was signed. 

Cairo has so far agreed to about 
$4.36. worth of rescheduling with 
five governments - the U.S. 
($1.6b.), France ($1.6b.), West 
Germany ($500m.), Spain ($400m.)

WASHINGTON. (AP) - The U.S.

That would deprive Cairo of 
breathing space as it gropes for long- 
term solutions in an economy seek- 
ing to reconcile a population explo- 
sion, too little arable land, a heavy 
state sector and fickle dollar-earners 
like oil and tourism. In addition, 
Egypt's IMF-linked reforms have to 
satisfy the World Bank in order to 
unlock project loans totalling over 
$500m.. diplomats say. 

President Hosni Mubarak is ex- 
pected to press Egypt's case for con- 
tinuing favoured treatment by West- 
em leaders when he visits Bonn, 
London, Washington, Paris and 
Rome starting January 25. 

_ He is heading west with extra po- 
litical clout after a tour of Arab al- 
lies last week consolidated Egypt's 
return to the main arena of Arab 
affairs after eight years on the 
touchline because of its peace pact 
with Israel. His tour underscored 
Egypt's potential role as a military 
backer to the Gulf Arabs and a 
counterweight to Iran. 

Western eyes have been riveted 
on Israel's crisis in the West Bank 
and Gaza and, by association, its 
impact on Egypt — the only Arab 
country pledged to peace with the 
Jewish State. With Moslem hard- 
liners involved in anti-Israeli pro- 
tests in Cairo and slogans raised 
against rising prices. Egypt's mes- 
sage to the West has a new edge. In 
simple terms it is: “We are an im- 


Details of the offer were not dis- 


portant country, and we need sus- 
tained help with our economy if we 
are to stay stable.” 

Nevertheless, the IMF is taking a 
tough line. It wants steeper and fast- 
er price rises for subsidized goods 
like bread, petro! and electricity. 
Cairo has raised them, but they re- 
main well below world levels. The 
fund wants Egypt to boost interest 
rates to attract domestic savings and 
dollars sent home by Egyptians 
abroad. 

Rates are currently around 11 to 
12 per cent, compared with inflation 
estimated at 20 to 30 per cent. 

Most Western governments give 
Egypt good marks on a key item in 
the IMF package — steps to unify its 
pound exchange rates. In a two- 
stage devaluation since May, the 
government has created an officially 
sanctioned market rate which bank- 
ers set daily and currently stands at 
about 2.2 pounds to the dollar. 

Eighty per cent of dealings have 
been moved to this rate or ἃ “com- 
mercial rate,” fluctuating towards 
ihe market rate and currently over 
1.9. 

The next step, moving transac- 
tions still conducted at the commer- 
cial rate to the market rate, had 
been expected in early January — six 
months ahead of the IMF schedule -- 
but has not yet been announced. 

Higher prices have hurt pockets 
long padded by a subsidized ecorio- 
my. The government, sensitive to 
any hint of unrest, raised public ser- 
vice pay 20 per cent last year and is 
trying to target increases to the rich 
and the middle class. 

The question is, how far will the 
West go with Egypt in order to 
maintain the IMF's credibility? 

“Egypt remains a very speciat 
case,” says one diplomat. “If we 
want to keep Egypt stable and a 
factor for stability in the Middle 
East, we have to accept we have to 
feed its people.”

DEFENCE MINISTER Yitzhak Rabin indulged yesterday in 
jarringly brutal language to describe his new policy to put an 
end to the riots and strikes in Gaza and the West Bank. It isa 
policy of curfews, of food shortages, and causing bodily harm 
to demonstrators by beatings. 

As an act of speech, Mr. Rabin’s choice of words was 
chilling, befitting perhaps defence ministers in some other 
Tegimes and other cultures with no pretence to sensitivity 
about humarie values. As a leader and representative of the 
state and the Israel government he cannot be absolved of the 
responsibility of thus associating the nation at large with such 
thetoric. 

Yet behind the rhetoric there lies a different intent, which 
he explained in more acceptable terms to a Knesset forum, 
namely to impose a policy which will permit the army to avoid 
the use of its lethal weapons to bring an end to the wave of 
demonstrations. : 

The curfews are intended not merely to keep stone throwers 
off the streets, but to penalize the populations through denial 
of access to work and easy access to goods so that they, and not 
only Israel pay a price for the demonstrations, in the hope that 
this price will encourage restoration of civil order. And the use 
of clubs against rioters is intended as an alternative to the need 
for firing weapons, which have led to more than 30 deaths in 
the past six weeks, 

_Inshort, the brutality of his speech expressed a policy whose 
aim, paradoxically, is to reduce the severity of the army's 
response and collectivize the costs of demonstrations. Wheth- 
er that policy will be effective shall be known in due time, but 
it represents some kind of coherence that appeared absent 
until now. : ; 

That Mr. Rabin found it necessary to enunciate this policy in 
a manner requiring tortured exegesis is unfortunate. Even 
more unfortunate is the spectre of Israeli soldiers,.called to 
service for wholly other aims, having to wield clubs against 
demonstrators. But there we are, after twenty years of endur- 
ing Labour and Likud illusions. 


A symbol named Begun’ 


THE arrival in Israel yesterday of Yosef Begun. with his 
family, is the climax to the long strugglé for freedom of this 
extraordinarily heroic refusenik. Through 16 years of severe 
harassment including nine years either in prison or internal 
exile, Begun remained unbent and unbowed. _ 
Only a year ago, despite the bs of some flexibility in 
achev, 


Soviet policy under Mikhail Gorb close observers of the 
Russian scene did not believe that Begun would ever be 
permitted to leave. His steadfastness and courage, so galling to 
the KGB, were for years a singular inspiration to all refuseniks 
in the Soviet Union. ᾿ 

Unfortunately, the end of his personal struggle coincides 
with a new stiffening of the Kremlin’s emigration policy. Since 
the beginning of the year. Soviet officials have been strictly 
applying the rule that only Russian Jews with immediate 
family abroad can be considered eligible for emigration. And 
as a result the number of persons that have been permitted to 
leave has declined sharply. 

Such a new restrictive policy was certainly not the message 
that the Kremlin was broadcasting prior to Mr. Gorbachev's 
summit meeting with President Reagan. Then the signals were 
quite different. Glasnost and a new Russia were bursting out 
all over, including well-publicized exit permits for Jews. But 
with the summit behind them, including the agreement to 
dismantle the missiles in Europe that pointed to the east, the 


Soviet leadership has apparently decided it can now revert to 


the pre-glasnost days regarding Jewish emigration. 2 
Yet at the same time, anew, if small, window of opportunity 
has opened in the diplomatic relationship between Israel and 
Moscow. There have been a series of meetings, there is a 
Soviet consular delegation temporarily in this country, and 
now the Kremlin has agreed to admit an Israeli delegation to 
Moscow. ᾿ 
Officially, these Israeli representatives will not be ἃ “consul- 
ar” group like the Russians here, for Moscow refused to 
accord any symbols of reciprocity to this exchange. They will 
go to Moscow to examine the work of the section in the Dutch 
embassy acting on behalf of Israel's interests, in the absence of 
diplomatic relations between the two countries. And they will 
inspect the property that was the former Israel embassy. — 
Whatever the official nomenclature’ for the delegation, it 
does present a new channel for pursuing diplomatic dialogue. 


And to the degree that events are moving inexorably towards . 


some kind of Israel-Arab negotiations that will inevitably 
involve the two big powers, the Soviets have am interest in 
sustaining dialogue with Israel. That dialogue must be utilized 
to press the case for Jewish emigration. 


However, it must be recognized that the public campaign on 


behalf of Soviet Jewry, always needed to supplement the 
diplomatic activity, is not insulated from Israel's general ca- 
pacity to mobilize sympathetic public’ opinion abroad, both 
Jewish and non-Jewish, and that capacity has been dealt a 
severe blow during the present wave of violence and counter 
violence in the territories. Thus, those who indulge in fancy 
oratory denying any linkage between the case of Soviet Jewry 
ἀπά τῆς general Arab-Israel issue may please themselves, but 
the reality is different.

Turning divine promise 
into a political platform 


LAST YEAR, long before the pre- 
sent series of riots and disturbances 
began, a young soldier was asked 
what his feelings were about serving 
in the Hebron area. He talked about 
the situation there as he knew it and 
the danger to his life and the lives of 
other soldiers. Then he remarked, 
“I really don't want to kill anyone, 
but I don't want to get killed 
either.” 

I don"t know if the young man was 
aware that he was paraphrasing a 
famous rabbinic passage from close 
to 2,000 years ago, concerning the 
biblical description of Jacob’s feel- 
ings when he was retuming to the 
Land of Israel, knowing that Esau 
was coming to meet him with a com- 
pany of 400 armed men: 

And Jacob feared greatly and was 
troubled (Genesis 32:8) ..-He (Ja- 
cob) said, “If he overpowers me, 
will he not slay me, and if I over- 
power him, will I not slay him?" 
Thus it states, “he feared greatly” 
lest he be slain,“and was troubled” 
lest he slay him. (Genesis Rabbah 
76). 


JACOB'S DILEMMA was the di- 
lemma of the young soldier, and is 
the dilemma of the State of Israei 
today. The need to defend ourselves 
is clear. The necessity to quell riots 
and disturbances is clear. The need 
to serve under the most terrible cir- 
cumstances in Arab areas when 
there is violence is absolute. 

Those who refuse to serve in the 
name‘of moral principle are actually 
denying the most moral of all princi- 
ples, which is self-defence. 

Any moral decision requires tak- 
ing into account the alternatives 
available, and the alternative to con- 
tinuing to defend ourselves is to 
leave ourselves completely vulnera- 
ble to destruction. What is impor- 
tant is that we make certain we are 
taking all possible steps to avoid the 
killing and the conflict. 

1am not speaking now of the spe- 
cific tactics adopted to quell these 
fiots. What I am concerned with is

Understanding media: 


IT IS SAID that behind every piece 
of news lies a true story. But the 
truth in reporting from Israel 
seemed to be ignored somewhat at 
the beginning of the year when the 
mass media flashed images of unrest 
in Judea, Samaria, and Gaza across 
the world. 


The scenes filtered through the 
Western media, reminiscent of the 
vicious media attack against Israel 
during the Lebanon War, no doubt 
created a sense of uneasiness among 
supporters of Zion, and made it dif- 
ficult for many of us to witness our 
Zionist dream through the prism of 
modem communication. 


- We are painfully aware of the fact 
that with every attack in the media, 
there is a new wave of anti-Semi- 
tism. This surfaced recently in Italy 
with an attack against the chief rabbi 
of the Italian Jewish community. 


We cannot all be trained to read 
between the fine lines of print jour- 
nalism, or see beyond the scope of a 
90-second news clip as it is broadcast 
on our television screen which, by 
its very nature, distorts, slants, and 
colours whatever is viewed on it. T 
therefore suggest that a sense of the 
understanding of dynamics of mod- 
ern mass communication is in order. 


Israel] has the third largest com- 
munity of foreign correspondents in 
the world, following the U.S. and 
the USSR, and one must be aware 
of the principles which guide them. 
It is 2 business which has no mercy. 
When television allocates a mere 
two minutes per segment, the scenes 
with the most action take priority. 
Press conferences get coverage at 
once. Rallies bring in more atten- 
tion than press conferences, 
marches more than rallies, sit-ins 
more than marches, and violence 
more than sit-ins. ᾿ 

What we have been witnessing in 
the news is the media's attraction to 
violence. Coverage like this obvi- 
ously blinds the consumer, hungry 
for explanation, to the full scope of 
the situation in a certain area or ata 
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particular time. One very easily gets 
a mistaken impression of what is 
happening in Israel. : 
The answer is not to turn our eyes 
from the media as an ostrich buries 
its head in the sand when it feels 
threatened. We cannot do so be- 
cause no one will come to our de- 
fence. The answer lies in increasing 
the presentation of {srael in a posi- 
tive light. This is a goal we have long 
sought, and it is the reason why the 
WZOQ Department of Information 
has provided every possible assis- 
tance in trying to achieve this end. 
Jews do not have total faith in the 
general media, and are sceptical of 
what is presented. They are looking

ture. Therefore, the Israeli govern- 
ment and the WZO must be given 
additional tools so that we can more 
fully participate in modern commu- 
nication. A television network 
should be established in Israel -in 
order to broadcast an overall picture 
of the events occurring here to the 
Jewish communities worldwide giv- 
ing them an account of the true 
condition. Ὶ 

It is not our mission to improve 
the image of Israel, and I do not 
pretend to be doing so. Changes in 
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images come about through authen- 
tic changes in policy. However, be-_ 


fore one can call for changes which. 
will improve the image. one must 
first have a balanced idea of the true 
situation. What needs to be done is 


* to maintain the faith of the Jewish 


people in what is happening here by 
clarifying facts and justifying our 
needs — no matter how complicated 
they are -thereby giving them moral 
support. : 

We must accept the mass media 
for what they are, while at the same 
time combatting their deviations 
from reality with information from
